Storm Drain Bid 
Given; $53,219.50 

Bids were opened for the 
Council’s authorized two 
storm drain projects in- Car¬ 
ter Avenue from Auburn to 
Baldwin where it is to hook 
into the existing County 
Flood Control drain. 

Seven bids were received 
on the proposal, a budgeted 
item in the amount of 
$48,000, and with an en¬ 
gineer’s estimate of $46,541 
was found to receive a low 
•bid from the Sulley-Miller 
Construction Company of 
Long Beach at $53,219.50. 
High bid of the seven bid¬ 
ders was totaled at $63,779. 

Some mistaken irregulari¬ 
ties or Informalities did 
exist in the Sully-Miller bid, 
hut were waived by the City 
Council, and the City Coun¬ 
cil awarded the bid to the 
Sully-Miilor Company at the 
price bid. Construction will 
start as soon as possible and 
must be completed by Oc¬ 
tober 15.

The Food We Eat 


Out of the Cobwebs 
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couscous is made with, fau- 
fal, tiny wheat pellets, and 
is flavored with green pep¬ 
pers, cayenne popper, and 
onions. Other ingredients 
are chick-peas, lamb, green 
peas, yellow squash and 
artichoke hearts. 

Fish is iused extensively in 
this area, and local soups 
and stews are good. 

Strong liquors are of no 
consequence with tile excep¬ 
tion of iagmi, a palm wine 
permitted by the Koran. 

Sergal is a fairly prosper¬ 
ous country, by African 
standards. Fish dishes are 
great local favorites. Chic¬ 
ken, rice, nuts and fruits are 
the staple foods. 

Throughout the central 
part of Africa game is often 
plentiful. Tile natives oat all 
kinds of wild beasts, some 
of which we would consider 
palatable, and such things 
as monkeys, porcupines, liz¬ 
ards, serpents, ants, grass¬ 
hoppers and slugs which wo 
would consider inedible. 

Jolov, a rice dish is a par¬ 
ticular favorite in Liberia. 
A potato-like tuber, the 
mattambala is a familiar 
item of the local diet. 

T.n Ethiopa the food is 
spicier — in fact hot! Hot 
pepper, ginger and other 
"hot” condiments are used 
in every dish. Coffee, and 
talla, a local barley beer are 
highly regarded. 

In the Belgian Congo a 
favorite native dish is moa- 
mba. This is known to the 
English - speaking residents 
as palm oil chop. It is simi¬ 
lar to a groundnut (peanut) 
Stew. A Ugandan special is 
cream of peanut soup. 

In the Union of South 
Africa four main groups, the 
Dutch, British, Indian, and 
natives, in addition to many 
minorities are represented. 
Tire Dutch were the earliest 
settlers and brought wiilr 
them their own style of 
cooking, names of dishes, 
and eating habits. Milksyn- 
sels, ribbons of dough in 
milk soup, is a typical 
Dutch dish. The English, pre¬ 
fer English food and the 
English way of life, particu¬ 
larly elaborate teas and for¬ 
mal dinners. The Indians 
came originally to labor un¬ 


der the hot sun, but have 
become shopkeepers. They 
also brought their food cus¬ 
toms with them. The Bantu, 
the principal group of abori¬ 
gines base many of their 
dishes an the wild game of 
the region. 

The native groups are 
fond of their home brew 
known as Kaffir beer. 

The great shellfish spe¬ 
cialty of South Africa is the 
langouste which is now 
found frozen in some of our 
markets and is marketed as 
South African' lobster tail. 
These are eaten broiled, 
boiled, sauteed i,n butter, 
and served on noodles. Rock 
oysters and salmon are also 
unusually fine. 

Lamb is raised extensive¬ 
ly and is the basis for many 
local dishes. Babottee, (a 
meat pie) and bean brede 
( a stew) are the local meat 
dish preferences. 

The varieties of fruits, — 
melons and berries are 
limitless, and their quality 
is very high. All the fami¬ 
liar fruits are available as 
well as the rare, exotic and 
the romantic. 

Babottee, ground beef pie 
contains such unusual in¬ 
gredients as curry powder, 
bay leaves, almonds, and 
plum jam. The meat is 
placed in a pie pan over 
which beaten eggs and milk 
is poured and baked. 

The island of Madagascar, 
located southeast of the con¬ 
tinent is well supplied with 
oysters, shrimp, and squid. 
An interesting note is that 
everything tastes different 
in Madagascar. Chi c k c n 
tastes like duck, pork has 
its own variation and even 
beef is hardly recognizable. 
The reason for this is be¬ 
lieved to be that the water 
supply and the aromatic 
plants and vegetation of the 
region upon which the ani¬ 
mals feed have altered 
their flavor. 

Meat stew, Cape Malay 
stylo or curried bean bredee 
is made with dried white 
beans, lamb, onions, toma¬ 
toes, ground chili peppers, 
curry powder, sugar, sour 
apples and raisins. This 
thick rich, stew is served 
with boiled rice.

If So You Must 
Re-Register it Now!

New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing, Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

Speaking 

The People Must Know 

By Howard Jarvis 

State Chairman, United Organizations of Taxpayers 

For 5 years I have been making speeches telling 
the people that the property tax, specially for schools was 
unconstitutional. Very few believed it. Lawyers and poli¬ 
ticians along with hosts of others just gave me the 
horselaugh. But now the worm has turned. The State 
Supreme Court by a vote of 6 to 1 decided I was right. 

This was the most momentous decision ever made 
in California. The repercussions will shake this state 
much harder and for much longer than the earthquake. 
It might even “wake some people up.” 

I believe that this decision applies to all property 
taxes used for City and County government as well. I 
believe that it is no longer legal to assess property for 
school taxes. I believe commencing now the property 
taxpayers do not have to pay that part of the property 
tax bill that goes for school taxes. 

The real basis of the Court decision was based upon 
the 5th and 14th amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States which guarantees “equal protection” under 
the law for all citizens, and that the property tax system 
did not meet that requirement. 

The court held that property taxation for schools 
had to be equal and that it did not meet this test. The 
court also decreed that the school system could no longer 
be financed by the present property tax system. 

This decision will bring on the most litigation and 
court contests in the history of California. Legal battles 
that could go on for years on end. 

However, the Jarvis 1 per cent property tax control 
amendment anticipated the court decision fairly well. It 
provides for an equal property tax levy on all property 
and that property tax can no longer be used to finance 
schools. It also provides that loopholes and most exemp¬ 
tion be eliminated, which I believe to be another re¬ 
quirement of the court decision. 

And so it appears the Jarvis amendment is the only 
immediate solution to the court deeison. and that the most 
logical and best way for the people to remedy the tax 
system is to adopt the Jarvis amendment, otherwise the 
cost will be in billions. 

ITEM — Because the legislature “goofed off” at its 
job and failed to adopt the budget on time taxpayers will 
have to pay millions in interest on tax anticipation notes. 
Two weeks ago it was $1 million, this week $1.5 million, 
next week much more. When will we ever learn? .

The anthem is criticized not only for its musical faults 
but for its warlike theme. Yet give it credit. If only we 
can live up to “the land of the free and the home of the 
brave” we’ll be doing pretty much of all right. 


SENSING THE NEWS 
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It’s Still ’Burger 


It is sort of a pre-Parkinson’s law in America that 
the more you pay for it, the better it is. 

Many a fortune — and misfortune — has been made 
on that assumption, but as the old song goes, it ain’t 
necessarily so. Take hamburger, for instance. (Ill have 
mine medium rare.) 

According to syndicated columnist Phyllis Battelle, 
who is one of the pre-Parkinsonians — the actual nutri¬ 
tional difference between the lowest priced hamburger 
and the highest is to all intents and purposes nil. She 
quotes an environmentalist crusader friend and publisher, 
Californian Ira Ritter, to the effect that at 60 cents a 
pound or $1.59 “you’re still gettting almost the same 
amount of protein, fat and water mixed with your ground 
beef, whatever grade you buy.” 

That water content intrigues us. According to Ritter, 
“the higher priced the cut, the more water in the pack¬ 
age.” Bottled spring water, maybe? 

Another point of culinary interest: Ritter says that 
sometimes markets get packages of ready made ground 
beef and fatten them up by grinding in either unused 
fat trimmings of other beef or lean them down by grind¬ 
ing in frozen bull meat imported from New Zealand or 
Australia. He assures us “the bull meat is good meat, 
but it’s not chuck, round or sirloin.” 

All of which somehow reminds one of the saying 
that no matter how thin you slice it, it’s still baloney.

The Donkey’s Dilemma 

While Republican stage managers have shortened 
the 1972 presidential nominating convention to three days 
as being adequate for the non-controversial re-nomina¬ 
tion of Richard Nixon, some Democrats are beginning to 
wonder if a week will be long enough for the nominating 
speeches, secondings and even limited demonstrations for 
their growing army of candidates, avowed or unofficial. 

Senator Henry M. Jackson of Washington is ex¬ 
pected to make it official in late September or early Oc¬ 
tober, and others will be swelling the official list as the 
weeks go by. And a lot of uneasy glances are being cast 
in the direction of neophyte Demo John Lindsay, who 
charismatieally lets the concern ripple about him. 

But the boy they’re all watching is Gene McCarthy. 

Democratic National Chairman Larry O’Brien, a be¬ 
hind-the-scenes Muskie man, expressed it succinctly when 
he said recently: “If press reports are true and McCarthy 
is considering getting into this thing either as a third 
party candidate or a Democrat we’re all dead donkeys 
in ’72.” 

The Democratic donkey’s dilemma is a double one. 
The Minnesotan has been an elegant insulter of most of 
the leading possibilities for nomination . . . Muskie, Hum¬ 
phrey, Kennedy, McGovern. His candidacy could shatter 
party unity. 

Perhaps more poignant is the money dilemma. Mc¬ 
Carthy has access to plenty, and if he enters the lists 
would drain it from other candidates. 

One thing is certain. It all makes for a good, if some¬ 
what onesided political show during the next year. 


AROUND THE 

President Nixon’s 90-day 
wage-price freeze was only 
a little more than a week 
old when Secretary of Com¬ 
merce Maurice Stan.s said- 
that some form of manda¬ 
tory controls would be .ne¬ 
cessary after the Initial per¬ 
iod. That’s the way it is with 
•government economic con¬ 
trols; a little bit of control 
leads to a lot. The public 
may well ask when, the 
freeze will be lifted. 

Furthermore, it is clear 
that complicated — and 
costly — machinery for en¬ 
forcing the freeze is being 
developed. When Mr. Nixon 
announced his “New Econ¬ 
omic Policy,” the controls 
were supposed to work on. a 
voluntary basis. But it soon 
became apparent that a con¬ 
trolled economy requires 
tough federal controls. The 
administration should have 
known this when it ju.nked 
its fiscal conservatism and 
accepted the prescription of 
the liberal economists. 

The tragedy is that Mr. 
Nixon didn’t stick with con¬ 
servative economists and re¬ 
ject the counsels of I he John 
Kenneth Galbraiths and 
Walter Hellers, the special¬ 
ists in the ‘dismal science,” 
who fed mistaken .notions to 
the Kennedy and Johnson 
administrations. 

It is unfortunate that 
President Nixon, didn’t heed 
th advice of Henry Hazlitt, 
distinguished free enterprise 
economist and commentator 
for Newsweek. 

Writing in the summer is¬ 
sue of Modern Age, Mr. Haz- 
litt spelled out the threats 
to a sound economy. He said 
that inflation "leads to mal- 
invest merit, malconsump- 
tion, gambling, waste, cyna- 
cism, and corruption, and is 
as debilitating to a nation 
as the drug habit i.s to an 
individual.” 

Then h P added; "What is 
even worse than inflation is 
price controls which attempt 
to mask or suppress the con¬ 
sequences of inflation. Price 
controls, wage controls, rent 
controls, and interest-rate 
controls always misdirect, 
reduce, unbalance and dis¬ 
rupt production. They are 
always more harmful than 
the inflation they try to con¬ 
ceal.” 

Obviously, that’s a mes¬ 
sage the Nixon administra¬ 
tion and the liberal bloc in 
Congress don’t understand. 

Wage and price controls 
are merely cosmetic in 
character. They don’t deal 
with the root causes of in¬ 
flation. One of those causes 
is the soaring cost of gov¬ 
ernment at every level. This 
year, for example, expendi¬ 
tures for the Department of 
Health, Education and Wel¬ 
fare — th e great giveaway 
department—exceeded those 
of the Department of De¬ 
fense, which is concerned 
with assuring national sur¬ 
vival. Indeed the liberals in 
Congress want to step-up 
federal speding while re¬ 
taining the wag e price con¬ 
trols ordered by Mr. Nixon. 

But it isn’t simply the 
federal government that has 
the spending fever. State 
and local governments have 
gone wild in recent years, 
adding new departments, 
agencies and “services.” 

Big Government is a state 
and local phenomenon these 
days. As a result, state, 
county and city taxes have 
risen sharply. The burden of 
the tax increases falls on 
property-owners. Thus thrif¬ 
ty citizens, who have saved

and bought their home, are 
compelled to pay higher and 
higher taxes for increased 
felfare and indigent medical 
care. Truly, the property- 
owners in our society are the 
chief victims of the politi¬ 
cians who are hungry for 
the votes of the non-produc¬ 
tive citizens who don’t know 
the meaning of self-reliance. 
If the raids directed at prop¬ 
erty-owners aren’t stopped', 
property owning will cease ot 
be desirable. Our property- 
based free society will be 
croppled. The alternative, of 
course, is the all-powerful 
state in which the individual 
is stripped of his liberty as 
well as his property. 

The immediate need is for 
an administration with¬ 
drawal from mistaken, econ-

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Drug Aduse And 
Minority Groups 


Although there is a tragic 
sameness to narotics addic¬ 
tion wherever it is found, 
tlie drug scene also can be 
strikingly different from 
ghetto to barrio to Ameri¬ 
can Indian to Asian-Ameri- 
can communities. 

This is among the conclu¬ 
sions of a recent seminar at 
the University of Southern 
California School of Social 
Work w h i c Ji examined 
“Drug Abuse Among Ado¬ 
lescents and Young Adults: 
Socio - Ethnic Considera¬ 
tions.” 

USC Prof. John G. Milner, 
who cond'ucted the sessions 
in association with Mrs. 
Marguerite Phillips, also of 
the USC School of Social 
Work faculty, recounted' for 
a USC interviewer some ob¬ 
servations of minority group 
participants about the drug 
scone in their own commu¬ 
nities. 

The young Asian-Ameri- 
can who turns to drugs is 
in a sense following a cul¬ 
tural tradition. Asian coun¬ 
tries have a long history of 
drug use, mostly of drugs 
which are repressive. This 
pattern is followed by those 
Asian-Americans who use 
drugs. They are most likely 
to turn to the depressants, 
or "downers.” 

This is in rather stark 
contrast to the Caucasian 
majority, whos e drug users 
tend to favor alcohol, stim¬ 
ulants, “uppers,” which re¬ 
lease inhibitions rather than 
repressing the personality. 

Milner said drug use is 
implicated In the suicide 
irate of Asian-Americans be¬ 
tween the ages of 30 and 
60 — twice as high as the 
national average. 

“Typically, when an Asian 
American 1 turns to drugs it 
is to help himself handle his 
personal problems. And 
when some of these find no 
solution in the drugs, they 
resort to suicide. 

“Som e Asian - American 
young persons feel caught 
in their culture,” USC’s Mil¬ 
ner said. 

"Asians nave the reputa¬ 
tion of being social conform¬ 
ists. In American society 


there’s that expectancy. The 
schools expect the Asian- 
American student to be a 
scholar, a person who never 
behaves. Their own parents, 
many of who have retained 
the old country culture and 
traditions to a considerable 
degree, also expect docility 
and conformity. 

“Very often, young Asian- 
Americans feel they’re de¬ 
nied full citizenship. They 
want to be treated as young 
people are, yet that is not 
done, all too frequently. 

“When this pressure from 
society at large and from 
their own families mounts, 
some turn to drugs,” Milner 
said. 

Black participants in the 
seminar indicated that the 
background' for drug abuse 
in the ghetto frequently is 
a “chronic, underlying feel¬ 
ing of depression.” 

"The young black who re¬ 
sorts to drugs is likely to 
have done so in order to 
help relievo a poor self-im¬ 
age, a feeling that he’s one 
of society’s scapgoats. He 
sees himself in a constant 
struggle for survival, and he 
might turn to drugs with 
the feeling that they’ll help, 
or with the idea hat he has 
nothing to lose, anyway,” 
USC’s Milner said. 

The young black person 
who becomes an addict is 
caught up i,n a vicious cycle. 
He is exploited by dealers 
an.d' pushers who come into 
his community to sell drugs 
and he is exploited later by 
lawyers and bail bondsmen, 
members of his own black 
community, who profit from 
bis addiction by providing 
services when he is arrested. 
Drug abuse is implicated to 
a significant degree in the 
high ghetto crime rate. Like 
many young people of all 
races, when the young black 
becomes an addict, he often 
resorts to crime to finance 
his expensive habit. 

“Without exception,” Mil¬ 
ner said, "the black seminar 
participants pointed up the 
limitations of resources 
available to ghetto blacks 
for rehabilitation. 

"They felt the great need 


for rehabilitation programs 
and facilities located in the 
black community with coun¬ 
seling .services provided by 
black people. These should 
be linked to follow-up ser¬ 
vices which job opportuni¬ 
ties and re-education for the 
addict undergoing rehabili¬ 
tation,” Milner said'. 

There is a long history of 
drug use in the Chicano’s 
North, American Indian cul¬ 
tural heritage, Milner noted. 

But more imemdiately sig¬ 
nificant for the Mexican- 
American drug scene is the 
culture of the modern-day 
Chicane barrio itself, he 
said. 

"Mexican-American ado¬ 
lescents tend to gravitate to¬ 
ward and develop a gang 
culture. Drugs frequently 
are part of this pattern. 
Young teenagers who are re¬ 
cruited into the gang are 
encouraged and pressured to 
take drugs to be one of the 
group. 

"Further, the cultural ele¬ 
ment called “machismo,” a 
declaration of one’s man¬ 
hood, was seen by seminar 
participants to be a factor 
for som e young Chica.no’s 
who assert themselves in 
this way by trying to exert 
mastery over drugs,” USC’s 
Milner said. 

Again, with users in the 
barrio, there is a range of 
drugs represented: mari- 
juan, “red devil” stimulants, 
and' a high percentage of 
hard drugs. 

Religion appears to play 
a greater role among Chi- 
canos for drug rehabilita¬ 
tion than it does in the oth¬ 
er cultural minorities, the 
Mexican-American represen¬ 
tatives indicated. 

“Th 0 Christian religion is 
deeply ingrained in the con¬ 
sciousness of the Chica.no. 
From early childhood, they 
arc taught to roly on God 
and to seek His help 
through prayer. 

“And this is exactly what 
happens in many Mexican- 
American addicts when 
they’re kicking the habit. 
Many of them say they ex¬ 
perience a re-conversion to 


their religion, and find 
strength in it for their with¬ 
drawal,” Milner said. 

For the American Indian, 
the drug abus e problem is 
largely confined to those 
away from the reservations, 
where the person does not 
have the collective support 
of his own people, and 
where more often than not 
he has little social accept¬ 
ance and opportunity. 

Milner noted that .drugs 
long hav e been used by Am¬ 
erican Indians as an Inte¬ 
gral part of reilgious cere¬ 
monies, and that most tribes 
have strong cultural taboos 
about use of drugs outside 
of such ceremonies. 

By far th 0 drug most fre¬ 
quently abused by the Am¬ 
erican Indians are not so¬ 
cial drinkers. They have not 
had the opportunities to 
learn to be,” Milner said. 

“With, lh e strong belief in 
witchcraft which permeates 
the culture, some of the 
young are inclined to exper- 
iomnt with a variety of con¬ 
sciousness - altering drugs, 
but the major problem is 
drinking.” 

Indian seminar partici¬ 
pants said they feel their 
cultural minority has the 
least opportunity of any eth¬ 
nic group in trie nation. 

“Years of exploitation by 
whites has led to a wide¬ 
spread mistrust of them by 
the American Indians. 
There's a general feeling 
that most of their problems 
are the lesult of white mal¬ 
treatment. 

“Therefore, when a young 
fndian leaves the reserva¬ 
tion to seek opportunities 
which don’t exist within his 
tribe, he often enters a 
harsher environment which 
can contribute to and spawn 
drug abuse. 

Rehabilitation is difficult 
for American Indians, not 
only because of the lack of 
such opportunities off the 
reservation, but also due to 
th 0 fact that, should he re- 
urr. as an addict, he is like¬ 
ly to be rejected b\ his own 
people, Milner noted.
